Despite the unprecedented total of 
votes in the electoral college which 
he country has given him, Hoover 
las no feeling of victory or exulta- 
:ion, he stated in his first message

FEELS RESPONSIBILITIES 


He feels that there has been im- 


posed a sense of solemn, responsi- 
bility of the future, and of complete 
dependence upon divine 
guidance 


for the task which the greatest of- 
fice in the world imposes. 


"That task is to give the 
best 


within me to interpret the common 
sense and the ideals of the ideals 
of the American people," said Hoo- 
%-er. "I can only §ucceed in my co- 
operation and unity of spirit of the 
leaders of opinion and of action, for 
the common service of our coun- 
try." 


The president-elect had no com- 


ment to make in his talk with the 
newspapermen as to what he might 
consider to be the effect of the driv- 
ing of a wide wedge into the solid. 
Democratic south in the capturing 
of Virginia, North Carolina, Flori- 
da and Texas. 


However, the unexpected result

That is a prin- 
ciple on which all true reform and ad- 
vancement' rest The state will have an 
opportunity to give expression to this 
modern idea, so well expounded by 
3tr. Hoover in his New York and St. ; 
Louis addresses, under the leadership 
of Air.- Kohler. Mr. Kohler is; we be-.' 
lieve, in thorough accord with Mi:.- 
Hoover's economic views, and tlie - 
greatest good he -can- accomplish 
while in office will be to redirect the 
instruments of state government to- 
ward the development of this coopera- 
tion. 


Mr. Kohler has taken a commend- 


able stand on all questions of direct 
government activity, legislation and 
administration, as they affect the wel- 
fare of the individual. He is for reduc- 
ing the burdens of bureaucratic gov- 
ernment at Madison, weeding out po- 
litical tolls so far as possible and in- 
jecting business efficiency and its nec- 
essary economy into the conduct of 
state affairs.

We think, it would be a healthy 


coalition if the so-called Progressives . 
would definitely leave the Republican 
party and unite with the remnants of 
the Democrat'party.

For some 


years to come it would likely be noth- 
ing more than a gesture, for we antici- 
pate a truly liberal administration un- 
der Mr. Hoover.

MILK INSPECTION 


IS EXPLAINED BY 


COMMISSION MAN 


Urges Farmers to Produce 


Milk of Uniformly High 
Quality 


BT F. C. KBESDEB 


Dairy and Food Commissioner 
There can be no question that as 


far as cleanliness, proper care and 
wholesomeness of inilk is concerned, 
all milk ought to be above suspicion. 


However, .the state standards are 


such that they do not satisfy cer- 
tain cities, especially Milwaukee and 
Chicago. 
Theso cities maintain a 


force of inspectors within the state 
much larger than the force of the 
Dairy and Food Department: this 
force imposes at times upon pro- 
ducers of milk requirements which 
seem arbitrary and have but a re- 
mote bearing upon either the cleanli- 
ness, wholesomeness, or character of 
the milk furnished. The following 
conclusions seem inevitable: 


1. That .much of the milk produc- 


ed within the state is looked upon 
with suspicion as to whether or not 
it is fit for human consumption; 


2. That many producers of milk 


are subject to requirements of in- 
spectors who are not responsible 
to any agency, whose arbitrary flat 
is binding upon dairymen and who 
are not materially interested in the 
personal welfare of producers. 


Efforts should be made to have all 


milk produced uniformly 
of high 


quality so that it can be shipped and 
sold anywhere in the United States 
without being challenged. 


The Dairy' and Food Department 


should be- organized so as to be able 
to take care of all inspections neces- 
sary so that producers and distribu- 
tors of milk have to deal with only 
one agency and the inspectors' activi- 
ties" are to be supervised by the Dairy 
and Food Commissioner.whose door 
is always open to producers.of milk 
and who is charged by. law with 
promoting their welfare. 


Cities such as mentioned above 


undoubtedly have a' right to prescribe 
the conditions under which milk may 
be sold within their borders. Officials 
of Chicago appear to be satisfied to 
have the Dairy and Food Department 
take over the work of their field 
inspectors provided that the standard 
of milk to be shipped into Chicago 
is not lowered. It seems altogether 
advisable that this be done as it re- 
lieves many producers of milk of a 
type.of supervision that baa proved 
at times burdensome and in the end 
it- would make for- uniform require- 
ments a* to milk and producers and 
distributors' of -milk would at 
all 


times have but one authority to deal 
with.

ADDITION PROBLEM 


Need for More Room Is Ad- 
mi tied but Sufficient 
Funds Are Not Available 


,<0netof the major questions which 


will be settled by the Outa- 


Jtatnle county board at its annual 
iheetlng which starts next Tuesday 
afternoon at the courthouse will be 
the matter of the 
addition to the 


Riverview sanitarium at Combined 
Locks. 


At the November session of the 


board in 1927 the advocates of the 
Addition prove conclusively there 
was need for the addition and the 
county board appropriated $25,000 to 
bet set aside -as a trust fund to be 
Used when it was deemed necessary 
to -begin work. 


Declaring 
there was immediate 


need for' the addition advocates of 
the plan and trustees of the institu- 
tibn.at the spring board meeting last 
'April petitioned for authority and 
funds to go ahead with the-work this 
summer and the county board as- 
sented with the provisions that if 
the finance committee felt sufficient 
funds were available that the work 
should proceed. It. was held that- if 
the. county won the tax suit from the 


city of Appleton, in which $100,000 
was involved, 
that enough money 


would be available to go ahead with 
the work. 


The county won ihe tax suit bu( 


the money is still being held by Fred 
B. Bachman, city treasurer, 
who 


says he will continue to hold It un 
til he has an order from a court to 
turn it over to the county. 


Early this summer members of tha 


committees, which , were to, . have 
charge of the building 
operations, 


advertised for bids and when the 
results were tabulated'they learned 
that the lowest aggregate estimate 
of the cost of the addition was $143',- 
000. After considerable 
discussion 


the members decided to reject 'all 
bids and postpone the matter until 
this fall when 
the entire 
county 


board would -have 
an opportunity 


to discuss it. The committee felt that 
it didn't have sufficient funds to go 
ahead with the addition, which at 
first it was believed,, would cost in 
the neighborhood of $100,0000. 


At present the committee has ap- 


proximately $40,000 in its. fund. Of 
:his, $25,000 was appropriated as a 
:rust fund by the county board and 
:he other $15,000 
has been saved 


from the operating fund. Within the 
next month the committee will re- 
ceive about $15,000 as state aid and 
:his will make a total of about $55,- 
000 available for tile building fund. 


Thus the county board will have 


:he problem 
of furnishing- 
about 


190,000 so that the addition can be 
juilt. And in addition it must fur- 
nish funds to operate for the next 


ear.

county board will, discuss is an ap- 
propriation for the trust fund for an 
addition to the courthouse. Last No- 
vember the board appropriated $25,- 
000 which was set aside as a fund 
and at that time it was decided to 
add to the fund . each year so that 
when the addition became ah abso- 
lute necessity money for" the work 
would be available. It is said county 
Doard members favor another $25,- 
000 appropriation to be added to the 
fund. 


Snow removal is another prob-

and therefore the fund should be 
sustained. In their contention they 
are given support by A. G. Bruse- 
witz, county highway commissioner, 
who points out that in order to keep 
every county, state and federal high- 
way open, more equipment is neces- 
sary.

Among 'other matters which the 


board will consider are the regular 
appropriations 
for 
operating ex- 


penses, annual 'reports of county of- 
lices, petitions for highway improve- 
ments and , the highway- improve- 
ment program, as recommended by 
the highway 
committee, and the 


election of officers.
